Eight persons are known to have 
been killed, five of of them being 
burned to death. 
Particulars, ow- 


ing to the distance of the scene of the 
wreck are hard to obtain. It is feared 
that tne death list may be largely 
increased. The train, which is a local, 
comprised the engine and tender, com- 
bination baggage and smoking car and 
coach. The engine and the combination 
car went over the bridge, the coach be- 
ing suspended on the trestle. 


Only two passengers and the brake- 


man, who were in the end coach, were 
uninjured, and they set about to res- 
cue the luckless trainmen and passen- 
gers imprisoned in the wreck below. 
They managed to release two who were 
injured, but, as if to balk their efforts, 
the wreck took fire and the would-be 
rescuers were driven back by the in- 
tense heat. It is known that five who 
were in the wreck were burned to 
death.

Our state 


convention, held at Bloomington, May 
4, 1894, adopted the following: 


We favor the collection of a sum of money suf 
flclent to meet the wants ot the governmen 
economically administered. To the end that flu 
calamitous results caused by the trenuent parti 
san agitation and changes of our tariff may be 
avoided, we favor the appointment of a non-par 
tlsau commission on revenue, whose duty It slial 
De to annually recommend to congress sue! 
changes In tariff Uws and other methods of col 
lectlng revenues as may from time to time be- 
come necessary. 


You will observe that free trade is no 


mentioned. On the contrary it declares 
in favor of a commission of experts, who 
will be authorized to call for books, pa 
pen and facts in possession of manufac 
turers and others, and then after a care 
[ul examination of the matter recom 
mend such an adjustment of the tarif 
schedule as will be fair and just to al 
parties concerned. Nor is this a change 
of fronton the part of the Prohibitioi 
party. Our speakers have discussed anc 
urged this idea of a tariff commission fo: 
eight or ten years. Among others I dii 
so in my canvass for congress in 1888 
Since that time the best thought of th 
country, including leading men of al 
parties, have been gradually falling intc 
line for 3 tariff commission. The drift o 
the best thought is also in the direction 
of taking the burden of taxation from 
the poor who have large families to con 
sume the necessaries and comforts o 
life, and placing it more on the wealthy 
of the country who are not large con 
sumers.

for 1394, but omits the tariff plank o 
that party in its national platform fo 
1888. Here it is: 


That an adequate public revenue be 


ing necessary it may be properly raisec 
by import duties, and imposed on sue 
articles of import as will give protection 
both to the manufacturing employe 
and producing labor against the compe 
tition of the world. 


The reader may determine how incon 


aistent the Prohibition party has been 
on this important question by compar 
ing these platform declarations. Hav 
ing compared them, it will strike the 
average reader that there has been con 
fusion enough to give the conscientiou 
voter, who professes to "vote ae h 
prays," a good deal of trouble revisin 
prayers.

That platform declares 
favor of levying a tax directly on "wha 
the people possess, instead of upon wha 
we consume." Everything that is pro 
duced by man is consumed, otherwise 
there would be no use in producing 11 
hence the logic of that party in 1892, was 
to allow everything produced to go un 
taxed, leaving only land which man does 
not produce nor consume to bear th 
burden.

Chairman Taubeneck of the Populist 


party deems it of sufficient importance | 
o deny that the Populists, should any 
be elected" to the Illinois legislature, will 
vote for John' P. Altgeld for United 
States Senator. To make such a state- 
ment at this time, just as AHgeld has 
given out the opinion that the Populists 
will have the balance of power in the 
next legislature, is a little bit suggestive 
to say the least.

By the pardon of the anarch- 
ists Altgeld has made himself obnoxious 
to a small portion of the Democratic 
party; but by that act he won the favor 
of the Populists and anarchists who 
have formed a political alliance, and it 
follows that a combination of Demo- 
crats with the Populists in favor of Alt- 
geld for senator, is a very natural proba- 
bility in case the Democrats fail to elect 
members [enough to elect MacVeagh. 
Now as to Taubeneck's statement that 
the Populiste will not vote for Altgeld' 
In 1890 there were three Populists in the 
legislature — Taubeneck, Moore 
and 


Cockrell. They had the balance of 
power, and declared they would vote for 
no. Democrat for United States senator; 
and yet two of them— two-thirds of the 
number — were brought to the support 
of palmer by the most shameful meth- 
ods.

'PREYIODS PROMISES REPUDIATED 


By Senate Conferees, and a Disagree- 


ing Report Thought to be Likely to 


be Made To-Day—The P/cs- 


ident Defended. 


WASHISBTOI. Aug. 9.—"The report,* 


•aid Mr. Wilson, the chairman of the

"I have seen him occasionally during 


the past few weeks, but IIP has never 
manifested the slightest inclination to 
Instruct the conferees as to tht'r duty. 
As 1 say, he- has shown unusual deli- 
cacy in his reference to the matters in 
dispute 
I have felt it only proper, 


since the president is the heart of the 
party, to acquaint him with what we 
are doing, but, beyond a general con- 
versation, nothing of special impor- 
tance has passed between us " 


The authoritative statement made by 


Mr. Wilson was called out by the 
stories that were freely circulated 
about both wings of the cnpitol to- 
day. As the members of the house 
dropped into the chamber this morning 
they had all heard the sa^ie story 
•which had evidently orig'Kfted in the 
hotels last night. The story was re- 
lated with so much circumstantiality 
«f detail that by tba hour of noon a 
dozen members could be found who 
claimed to know positively that it was 
correct. 


Later in the day came a new report 


that the conferees were further apart 
than ever; that the senate conferees, 
acting under instructions from the 
senatorial body, had flatly repudiated 
their promise of the day previous, and

be made to-morrow. •

ward statement made by Mr. Wilson to 
a reporter of the United Press. How 
much troth there is in the subsequent 
report that the conferees were to-day 
farther apart than ever, may be seen 
from the statement of another member 
<A the conference regarding the situa- 
tion as it stood at the hoar of adjourn- 
ment this evening. 


This member, who is a manager on 


the part of the house, said that yester- 
day the proposition was made that 
they might have their choice between 
free iron ore or free coal, and that 
while this matter was being discussed 
Mr. Gorman made a proposition that 
the house should have free coal, and 
that iron ore remain at forty cents a 
ion. According to this conferee this 
proposition was accepted, and Mr. Gor- 
man then sent them another offer in the 
scope of free sugar. This conferee was 
frank enough to admit that this second 
offer fairly took away the breath of 
the house numbers, but said that 
after they had discussed it for a 
short time it was declined with 
thanks. He said the house conferees 
had made up their mtnd that they did

Chief Janssen called at headquarters 


for reinforcements, and soon 100 po- 
licemen and two patrol wagons arrived 
on the scene. The officers formed in a 
^riangle and attempted to clear the 
square. This was the signal for the 
first attack. Bricks and stones were 
hurled at the advancing column of blue- 
coats, who clubbed the heads of the re- 
ceding crowd vigorously, and suc- 
ceeded in clearing the square. 


The crowd ran through alleys and 


by-ways, jumping over fences and 
rubhing between houses, and it was 
thought that the affair was over, when 
at 9 o'clock another crowd assembled 
at one corner of the square in an open 
space behind St. Jacob's church.

Richard Wagner, the great German

.composed one of the greatest of his 
operas, "The Flying Dutchman,'' the 
wonderful music of which is full of 
sound of winds and waves, of the 
thunder, and the roar of the surf and 
the cries of drowning men, all recollec- 
tions of that most dreadful experience 
of his life.
